Receiving an offer to assume 
th«, general foremanship of the Mat- 
toon shops of the Big tfour, Mr, Me- 
Kta accepted and immediately went 
to Mattoon to reside, H*ter he Was 
appointed master mechanic of the Si. 
Louis division of that railway. Five

This is the 
magnificent structure made possible 
by Andrew Carnegie's gife of f75,- 
000, and the picture is made from 
An&itetft Alfred Grindle'fl completed 
plans* which have been approved by 


tfce school board. 


The building will >e located at 


West W&yn» and Webster streets and 
it is predicted that it will compare 
favorably with any structure of sim- 
ilar cost in the United tates. The

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 185. 


An ordinance confirming and approving a 


certain agreement and contract made and 
entered into this 10th day of Dec.. 1901, 
by and between the city of Fort Woyue, 
through its board of public works, and the 
Fort Wayne and Southwestern Traction 
company. 
Whereas, heretofore to-wit. on Dec. 10. 


1901, the board of public works of the city 
of Fort Wayne, -state of Indiana, on and in 
behalf of the city of Fort Waynue, entered 
into tho following agreement and contract, 
viz: 


This agreement, entered into this 10th 


day of December, 1901, between the city 
of Fcrt Wayne, by and through its board of 
public works, party of the first part, and 
the Fort Y/ayne and Southwestern Traction 
company, party of the second part, wit- 
nesseth: 


That whereas, the party of the second 


part has by assignment succeeded to all the 
rights and obligations in a certain franchise 
and contract entered into and granted by 
the city of Fort Wayne, to George Town- 
send, William S. Heed and Charles C. Miller, 
bearing date November 27, 1900, which con. 
tract and franchise was approved by ordi- 
dance of the common council on Dec, 13, 
1000. 


And whereas, the party of the second part 


has now completed its railroad between the 
city of Huntington and Fort Wayne, and 
some distance into the city of Fort Wayne. 


And whereas, the party of the second part 


is desirous of being: granted the permission 
of constructing and maintaining for the pe- 
rlod of one year from this date a spur track 
on Bass street as a "Y" from Fairfield ave- 
nue, 
for the purpose of turning its cars, 


and is also desirous of being granted per- 
misison to place and maintain wooden poles 
Oft Taylor street from the Wabash railroad 
to the city limits, the same to remaiu only 
until June 1. 1902, 


1. Wherefore, it is agreed, and the party 


of the second part, its succassois anu as- 
signs, is hereby granted permission and au- 
thority to construct a spur track on Bass 
street, commencing at Fairfield avenue, and 
running thenco east, not to exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty (150) feet, and connect the 
same with the track of the second party
